Sumnarp of Hews from the Fac Cast. 
JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, 


+ Dates hence are to Jan. 18, The London mail of Nov. 10 
arrived out on Jan. 8. 
The matter that had excited most intcrest in the settlement 
since the departure of the preceding monil was an action 
brought before a Japanese judge, aud a cross action in Hor 














Majesty’s Consular Court, the result of which was anything but 
creditable to a Mr. A. Edelman, a foreigner Htrading under 
British protection. The case was also remarkable for being 
that in which a great improvement in the administration of 
justice between British residents and Japanese, effected by Mr. 
Flowers, Her Majesty’s Acting-Consul, was first introduced. 
Formerly, in cases in which the latter were defendants, they 
have been heard in all the secrecy of the Japanese 
Custom-house. The authorities have now been induced 
to hear and determine such cases (of course by their 
own officers) in the British Consulate Court. The plaintiff 
in the case tried by the Japanese judge, with Mr. Consul 
Flowers assisting, was Mr. Albert Edelman, and the de- 
fendant Shebia Seigoro, a Japanese silk merchant. Edelman 
alleged that, on tho morning of the 7th of November, Shebia 
called at his office with a sample of silk, and he having agreed 
to purchase it, at 4 o'clock Shebia brought nineteen packages, 
Edelman said it was then too late to inspect the silk, and it 
was therefore put into the godown. Shebia requested the pay- 
ment of $1,000, which was made, ‘Ihe silk was inspected by 
C. Reinhardt, Magachia, Motogora, and Kaiidso (Edelman’s 
assistant and coolies) when rubbish and stones were found 
secreted in{the silk. Edelmun, having separated the stones aud 
rubbish from the silk, preserved 64 piculs of damaged cut silk, 
only equal to waste, of the value of only $165, thereby causing 
aloss to him of $835, and he requested that Shebia should be 
prosecuted with the utmost severity. Mr. F. Crutchley ap- 
peared as attorney for the plaintiff Edelman. 

On the complaint being translated to the defendant, and on 
being asked what he had to say to it, he denied it in the em- 
phatic words—* It’s a lie.” 

After hearing the evidence of the plaintiff andfhis coolies, 
and also that of Mr. J. M. Jaquemot, who said that it was not 
the custom toopen silkin the absence of the nativemerchant, and 
that he had been acquainted with Shebia for three years and a 
half, had bad many transactions with him, and always found 
him strictly honest, the Japanese judge said, “My judgment 
will be that Mr. Edelman shall return the whole of the silk of 
Shebia Seigoro to that merchant, and when he has done so, the 
Custom-house will take care that he gets back his $1,000. This 
is my present opinion, but I will consider how to put it more 
officially, aud will send in my final decision in writing.” 


That final decision had since been received in the fo!lowing 
terms :— 


“Mr, Edelman refused to have the nineteen bales delivered to him ine 
spected, and detained them in his godown, when they were inspected the 
following day. Three or four stones were found among the silk, but the 
binding of the bundle in which the stones were found differed in form 
from the binding which our merchant made; therefore our merchant was 
in doubt, and requested to have all the bales examined in th presence of 
Mr. Edelman, but he only examined some of the bales and refused to lave 
the others examined, and conveyed them to his godown. As the raid act 
was very unjust, our merchant insisted upon the examination, but instea! 
of complying, the bales were shipped next day by him. The 
injustice of Mr. Edelman is very conspic Mr. Edelman was not 
obliged to buy the silk without first satisfying bimsclf as to the weight 
and quality, and if he thought that the article was inferior, he had only 
to return it to Scigoro, who would havo given back the $1,000. But he 
did not do that. He exported the silk without exami the other bales, 
which is unjust, and Lam sure you will agree with us in saying this is 
likewise unjust. The siones which Mr. Edelman brought to the Custom- 
house were large, whilst the stones which were in the bundles were small ; 
and the said bales were cxamined with the assistence of Keidisro, Tori-

itchi, and the servants of Mr. Edelman, Makasiki and M igosti 
e hai sent away Keidsiro for Seigoro, Torikitehi, Dudsiro, Bisock, and 
Camesitehi; therefore we beg to request you will summon Mr. Edelman 
ad said wituesses, and examine into the case.

In the British Consulate Court, Acting-Consul Flowers was 
Jud se, Messrs. H. Wilgoss and J. Davison sat as assessors, and 
Shebia Seigoro was plaintiff, He claimed to recover from Edel- 
-taan the sum of $4,918} (errors aud omissions excepted), 
balance due on 11 piculs and 147-10 cattics of raw silk sold 
avd delivered to defendant on or about the 9th of November, 
18G4, at the rate of $530 per picul. A Japanese officer’ at- 
ended to watch the proceedings on the part of tho plaintiff. 
Defendant appeared by Mr, Frederick Crutcbley, as his attorney. 
Application was made by defendant for the postponement of 
the case, which was overruled. Evidence on both sides was 
again heard. During tie proceedings—the Court desired to 
inspect the defendant’s books, and the constable was sent to 
bring them (the premises being in charge of constables who 
hai been placed there when all the property of the defendant 
had beeu attached by the Consul), but returned with the intel- 
ligence that no books were to be found. Frederick Cullis de- 
posed— 

“ Lam book-keeper in Mr. Edelman’s employ. 


Thave seen no entry 
of nineteen bales ot silk, 


I was not in Mr. Edelman's employ at the time 
of this transaction. I made some entries on the 17th in respect to some 
waste silk ex Nepaul. Of course I did not look over the books ; I saw no 
entry of these nineteen bales; only 5} and 44 piculs of waste silk. Isawno 
entry of buying or selling or shipping of these nineteen bales of silk. I 
merely made an invoice of 54 and 4} piculs of waste silk sent to Lon- 
don, Ido not know from whom it was brought; there were no entries 
about it. There have been no regular books kept since Mr. Edel- 
man opened business. There was a rough cash book and a ledger, that 
was sli. When I made out the invoices of which I have spoken. I 
obtained the particulars from Mr. Edelman’s own mouth.

‘Lhe weather had been seasonable, and there was but little 
sickness in the civil community, Srmall-pox, however, had 
be2n raging to a considerable extent on board some of the men- 
ol-war in harbour, and among the garrison troops. 

At the meeting of the British {piscopal Church Socicty, 
Messrs, Thomas and Wilkin were appointed trustees, and Mr. 
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Malcolm treasurer, for the ensuing year; and it was deter- 
mined that in order to relieve the treasurer from the necessity 
of being under cash advance, the pew rents should be collected 
atthe commencement instead of at the end of the year, and 
at the same rates as heretofore. A vote of thanks was also 
passed to the Rev. Mr. Bailey for the trouble ho had taken in 
looking after the making of the seats. 

A sum of $2,594.50 had been collected for the sufferers by 
the late fire at Hommura, and distributed amongst them on the 
6th and 7th January. ‘The following acknowledgment had been 
received by Mr. Consul Flowers :

The following is the report of Captain Kreeft, of the barque 
Onward, which was wrecked on the 29th December :— . 

“ On the 27th December, after ten days fearful weather, the ballast 
shifted, and we were compelled to bear up for Yokohama. On the 29th 
at noon we were in lon. 142 deg. E., and 36 deg. 29 N.,thick wet weather, 
wind veering from N.E, At 7 p.m. saw white water close ahead, and 
two minutes after struck ; clewed the sails down, but kept them set all 
night, Wind increased to a gale, and the sea] broke over the ae At 
1 a.m. she began to make water, and at daylight it was over her ballast. 
We were close to the beach, and at 10 a . effected a landing, erected a 
tent, and Mrs. Kreeft and child went on shore with the effects and treasure. 
I then wrote to Mr. Kingdon at Yokohama. We remained four 
days in the tent, receiving much kindness from the Japanese, but were at 
the same time closely watched. We were then removed to rooms in the 
temple, where we stayed until Saturday, the 7th of January, when 
H.B.M.'s Coguette hove in sight. ‘The captain’s gig came for us, and 
the crew and effects went off in a large boat. The gig had to put back, 
and did not get alongside until Monday, the 9th, causing us much anxiety, 
as we thought she must have been lost in the breakers, The Japanese 
have from first to last shown the greatest kindness and care for us, and 
they have my sincere and everlasting thanks. I would also tender m: 
thanks to the captain, officers, and crew of H.B.M.’s Coquette for their 
great kindness. —F. C. Kazerr, Master.”

CHINA, 
TIEN-TSIN, 

A letter from this place dated 8th Dec, states :—There has 
been but little business doing at this place during the summer, 
and that little has fallen ehieily to the share of the Chinese, 
who have been purchasing their goods and opium at Shanghai, 
A littie camels’ wool has been expected, as the duty has been 
reduced, but it does not pay to send any but the best to Eng. 
laud ; in fact, until trade 1s carried on directly with the Mon- 
golians themselves, business will remaiu very slack in Western 
China, Nothing now will be doing, except a little in opium, 
until the China new year. 

‘The ice was fast gathering in the river, and all vessels had 
cleared out but two. The steamer Feddv was to leave on the 
9th December. Most of the foreign residents had gone into 
the interior for the winter. 

SHANGHAI. 

The English Mail of the 26th November arrived out on the 
19th January, ‘The dates are down to the 26th. The follow- 
ing is rather a gloomy picture of the settlement :— 

The attention of the public has lately been directed to the 
forlorn condition of numbers of foreigners who, from various 
causes, have been for alength of time unemployed, aud know 
not from day to day where to find food to sustain life. Cast 
on this desolate shore, without money, without friends, 
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without a possibility of obtaining honest labour, these poor 
wretches fall victims to sickness, starvation, and eventually 
death. Tho climato, against which the wealthy are able to 
defend themselves by taking ordinary precautions in the matters 
of food, drink, and clothing, finds in tho destitute foreigner 
a victim utterly unable to resist its insidious advances. Scantily 
clothed, he is obliged to lic in sheds and outhouses which do 
not shelter his shivering body from the poisonous night air. 
Hungry and faint, he is compelled to eat food which itself 
carries the seeds of disease with it, and to swailow such noxious 
stimulants as his scanty resources enable him from time to 
time to obtain. The nature of those stimulants is known to 
many of our readers. Brandy, so called, which is nothing but 
arrack slightly coloured ; whisky, in which the worst Chinese 
samshu is the principal element, and gin mingled with the 
mineral oils. Such are the fluids which famishing foreign 
outcasts are compelled to drink in order to obtain a fictitious 
strength. The effects of such fluids on the coats of 
the stomach are manifest. A few short weeks suffice 
to lay the poisoned victim in a pauper’s grave, or, 
as we fear is more frequently the case, to dry up the 
springs of life suddenly in some native place of low resort, 
where fear of consequences incites the owners to dispose 
quietly of the body. Such is the state of things in Shanghai. 
A year or two ago such a phenomenon asa distressed foreigner 
was unknown. We had, it is true, plenty of rowdies whose 
everyday-life necessitated a certain amount of misery in their 
domestic arrangements, but we never saw a foreigner of any 
shade or colour clothed in rags aud imploring the passer-by 
for temporary assistance. Yet this is a sight which may now 
every day meet our eyes. The gencral stagnation of business 
has thrown numberless men out of employment, and thus, 
while the newspapers are filled with notices of “employment 
wanted,” and tho mercantile offices are besicged by men 
anxious to obtain work of any kind, the lower classes are in 
the same predicament without any means whatsoever of obtain- 
ing an honourable livelihood. 

Itis announced that thé French authorities have, contrary to 
all the Foreign’ Consuls, allowed gambling on payment of 
license fees. 

The Shanghai Gas Company have made a call of 25 taels on 
the new shares, 

From Hankow we learn that the Mahomedan rebels have 
invaded the province of Honan and captured the city of Kai- 
fung-fu ; so it appears that the efforts which are described as 
having been made to check them have as yet met with little 
success, 

No decision has been as yet made public as to the building 
of a new church, save that the church is to be proceeded with 
as soon as possible. The plans brought out by the new chap- 
Jain in November last have been revised, as they did not in 
some points suit the requirements of the place, but they have 
not yet been finally approved of. 

We have been favoured with the following report of a rock 
in the China sea not mentioned in any of the charts. Our in- 
formant is Captain E. Boudrouct, of the French ship Robur, 
His account is as follows :— 

On the 28th December, at 10 a.s., I was off the Island of Formosa, 
with a strong breeze from the north, and dull weather. I took sights, and 
subsequently at noon I made careful observations. At 2.30 p.at. I noticed 
at the distance of about four or five miles a group of rocks about twenty 
metres high. At 2 o'clock they were bearing S.W.4 S. They seemed 
perpendicular on all sides, the summits being of a uniform height, broken 
in two or three places, The side which I saw seemed between eighty or 
100 metres in length. At 3.30 p.m. 1 lost sight of them in a fog. At 
4 o'clock I came in sight of the island Koumi, of the Majicosima group, 
when [ rectified my position. The position of these rocks is lat. N. 24 
deg. 09', long. F. 122 deg. They are probably the same as those 
seen by the Langdale in 1854, which are placed almost correctly on the 
chart with respect to longitude, but 13° too far north. 

The Consular Court at this place has been engaged with an 
inquiry into tho case of the French ship General Meslin, which 
was run into and sunk by the steamer Promise. The result of 
these actions was as follows :—The Court awarded to M. Par- 
net, $1,133 personal effects, $157 for losson perishable stores, 
$275 for merchandise lost, and $150 for detention—in all, 
$1,715. To M. Pinaud, $881; to M. Desvachez, $270; M. 
Dubuquois, his claim in full, $495 ; M. Loquerier, in full, 
$460, The main damag2s, being for loss of vessel and cargo, 
have not yet been assessed, although by the judgment given in 
the first cause heard, the Promise was, on account of her faulty 
steering, declared liable for the damage incurred, subject, of 
course, to final assessment by the Court. 
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The cause Somerville, Primrose, and Co. v. Fletcher and Co., 
was commenced on 13th January. The following, supported 
by the evidence of sundry witnesses, shows the plaintiffs’ 
case, as they put it through their counsel before the Court :— 

M. Myburgh stated that, on September 8, Messrs. Fletcher and Co. 
made a contract with Messrs. Somerville, Primrose, and Co. for the sup- 
ply of 5,000 bales of cotton at 19 tls. 2m. 5c. per picul. Mn Brand, on 
the part of Messrs. Fletcher and Co., refused to accept the sample bale, 
saying they would prefer to wait for new season's cotton ; then shortly 
afterwards another lot was offered, which was refused on the ground of 
being partly old and partly new. October 1, 100 bales of 
new. season cotton were tendered and accepted, and Messrs. 
Fletcher and Co. informed the plaintiffs that if the remaining 4,900 bales 
was of the same quality they should be satisfied, It seemed that Messrs. 
Fletcher and Co. had a coviract with Messrs. Turner and Co. to supply 
them with cotton. Some days after 30 bales were tendered, the delivery 
of which was delayed on account of the absence of Mr. Brand, ‘Messrs. 
Fletcher and Co.'s inspector. During this delay the mail arrived with the 
news of the convention in the United States, and the consequent fall in 
the price of cotton in England, and Messrs, Tumer and Co. refused to 
accept the cotton. It was then agreed to appoint arbitrators, the question 
to be decided being whether the cotton was up to muster, The 
arbitration took place October 15th. It was decided that the 
cotton was not up to sample, and it was agreed that Messrs. Fletcher and 
Co. should senda bale as muster. After the fifteenth application was made 
for this bale, and it could not be obtained, a bale was then sent by Messrs. 
Somerville, Primrose, and Co. as a muster. It seems Messrs. Turner 
and Co. refused and, in consequence, Messrs. Fletcher and Co. did 
the same, Mr. Myburgh was prepared to show that Messrs, Turner and 
Co. had an object in refusing the cotton, as the price soon went down to 
16 taels. With regard to the quality of the cotton, he considered that 
the ‘best dry Shanghai cotton” meant the best that could be procured in 
the market, in large quantities for shipment. A verdict was ultimately 
given for the defendants with costs. 

In a cause heard on the 17th of January, Dow and Co. v 
Moses and Co., the claim was for $2,000, for two boxes of 
treasure, alleged to have been shipped on February 13th, in 
the steamer Heima, by Messrs. Moore and Co., of Ningpo, and 
consigned to Messrs. Dow and Co., but never received by them. 
On tho part of the defendants, if was alleged that they did not 
promise to deliver, that they had delivercd the treasure, and 
that, by the negligence of the plaintiffs, the defendants are freed 
from any liability. Verdict for plaintiffs, $1,500 with costs. 

We noticed lately the existence of a man of immense stature 
in Shanghai, known’ as “The Fychow Giant.” Wo have now 
to announce his probable arrival by the next mail, in charge of 
Mr, Marquis Chisholm, the pianist, and subjoin as a curiosity 
au appeal he has published to the people of Europe :— 

THE GREAT FYCHOW GIANT'S APPEAL TO THF PEOPLE OF EUROPE, 

“ Rulers and people of the Western Countries, 

+ Tam making preparations to leave for a time my native home in the 
Celestial East. Cam restless and fond of travel, yet I will try to rest 
with you for alittle time, when I have come to you. Your countrymen 
here have told me that I must go, and I am anxious. 

For what signifieth the height, and strength, and weight and great 
ness of my body, if my head and heart be emply of all knowledge of the 
vastness of great Joss’s world. 

“I, therefore, send my chin-chin to you, and in one other moon I will 
be with you. “ Caanc. 

“Shanghai, China, 24th day, 12th moon, 30th year Tung-Chi,— 
January 20th, 1864.” 











FORMOSA, 

HAMS. Swallow has lately been exccuting a much needed 
survey of the Pescadore Islands, and of the channels between 
them and tho west coast of Formosa, None of these islands 
excceds three hundred fect in height above the level of the sea, 
while many are mere coral reefs; and thoy are, therefore, 
especially dangerous to shipping. On the opposite Formosan 
coast sandbanks only a few feet above the water are not less 
dangerous. When it is added that tides rua very strongly 
through the channel, and that no harbour is known on this 
part of the island, the careful avoidance of the passage by 
mariners so long as it was unsurveyed is not surprising. 
Ships, notwithstanding, are sometimes compelled to pass 
through it, and wrecks frequently happen. ‘the chart now 
being compiled on board the Sicallow will be an invaluable 
guide. 








HONG KONG. 

The English mail of December 10 arrived out on the 25th 
of January. The dates are now down to the morning of the 
lst of February. There is very little news to add since our 
publication on the 8th inst., per French mail. 

The China Mail on the military changes says :—“ Siraul- 
tancously with these changes, we may mention thit the Tamar 
is expected daily from Gibraltar, with the 2nd buttalion of 
H.M’s 9th Regiment for service in this part of the East.” 

“ Some military changes may be noticed, The coloured regi« 
ments at present stationed in China are on the point of being 
withdrawn, and the different staff departments in this part of 
the East are to be immediately reduced in strength.J Shanghai 
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and Takn are to be relinquished as military garrisons, while, 
following upon these changes, the ‘ Indian Allowances,’ which 
have hitherto existed, greatly to the comfort and well-being of 
both officers}and men are to be withdrawn, ‘This is rather 
hard lines for the troops stationed here, and the proceeding 
seems in a manner to stultify the authorities at the War De- 
partment in having before considered such allowances necessary, 
as, indeed, most people in this most expensive of all parts of 
Asia consider them to have been. Five years ago ‘Tentage 
Allowances’ were withdrawn under circumstances of extreme 
hardship, the order being made retrospective and arrears ac- 
cordingly called up. Surely Mr. Gladstone does not mean to 
improve his budget by means of this kind !” 

Tho Hindostan has sailed for England with the Battery of 
Artillery who have so long and so konourably served in this 
part of tho Kast. It is not empty praise to say that a better 
behaved set of men never served on this side of India. The 
theatres still continue to receive considerable attention ; but 
the natural effect of the law of supply and demand appears to 
be thinning the attendances in some measure. Both compa- 
nies, however, have occasionally good houses, and both deserve 
them. The Circus, also, gave a performance this week, under 
HLE. the Governor’s patronage. 

On the article which appeared in our last issue on the sub- 
ject of gas we have the following :— 

(To the Editor of the Evening Mail.) 
Hong Kong, January 24, 1865. 

Dear Sir,—The remarks on the relative cost of oil and gas in your 
insue of the 20th are very pertinent and opportune; and at the rates pro- 
posed at present to be charged by the gas company, they may be quite 
sure that very few will decide to substitute gas for oil. 

‘The case may be put to the gas company even more strongly than you 
have urged it. There is in the minds of many here a con- 
siderable prejudice against gas. Some dread the heat it will 
emit: others anticipate accidents consequent upon the proverbial 
carele-sness of Chinese servants. I do not share in either of these fears, 
because of the improved system or ventilation which exists in our houses, 
as compared with residences in colder climates. I must say, however, 
that I participate in a decided and,as it appears to me,a well-grounded 
prejudice against the preliminary expenses attending the substitution of 
fras, in the shape of laying it on, whether to be paid directly by myself 
as landlord, or indirectly as a tenant by an increase to my rent. [also 
join in my neighbours’ anticipations that if they lay on gas, their chande- 
liers, lamps, globes, &c., will be worthless except as adjuncts to the in- 
teresting and exci game of * Aunt Saily.” 

The foregoing objections to the substitution of good for ill lustration” 
are formidable enough without the additional difficulty of increased cost ; 
and even if these objections are set aside by the rich and luxurious, to 
whom expense is no object, and who are willing to pay any money pro- 
vided they can secure u better mode of lighting their mansions, such ob- 
jections io the adoption of gas will be much greater among those of 
moderate incomes, and will be fatal to the nse of gas among the Chi 

Tean only imagine that the company, having heard thot the relative 
expenses in the East asjeompared with the West are as dollars to shillin:s 
have instructed their agent to charge four and a-half dollars per 1,000 
feet because the London rate for that quantity of gas is fuurshillings and 
sixpence. If so, there can be little doubt that they have made a great 
mistake, and before very long they will discover that they must adopt a 
rato which will be within ereryhouscholder's ability to pay, and thus 
vender gas, as it is in London and other places, not only the best but 
cheapest mode ot light.—I remain, dear Sir, yours faithfully,

STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
BINGAPORE. 

We have dates to the 8th February. The French mail, with 
dates from London to the 17th December, reached on the 23rd 
January, and the regular London mail of the 26th December 
arrived on the 30th January by the P. and O. Company's 
steamer Dehar. 

The past fortnight had been a very quict and unimportant 
one. The Chinese festival of their New Year commenced upon 
the 27th January, and had continued, with a few days of 
intermission, down to the time of the departure of the mail, 
beiug scarcely then finished. The Chinese compose three-fifths 
of the population, numbering, as they do, abont 55,000 souls ; 
and as they are by fur the most extensive traders, this festival 
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of theirs necessarily offers a considerable interruption to busi- 
ness. In addition to those on account of the Chinese festival, 
Monday, the Gth February, the anniversary of the foundation 
of the settlement, was observed as a holiday by the banks and 
all the public offices. 

‘The temperature had been excessively high during the fort- 
night, and there had been no rainfall. A considerable amount 
of .sickness had in consequence prevailed. 

Two Courts of Inquiry had sat—oue to inquire into the loss 
of the British barque Canada, Captain Orr, lost in the China 
Sea on the 24th December last, and the other to inquire as to 
the loss of the British steamer Luzon, Captain McGowan, on 
the coast of Luzon, near Manila. 

The following notices have appeared in the Government 
Gazette :—The Governor has been pleased to grant Captain F- 
L. Playfair, assistant resident councillor, Malacca, leave of 
absence for ten days, for the parpose of visiting Singapore, to 
appear before a medical committee, preparatory to applying 
for furlough to Europe. The Governor has been pleased to 
make the following appointment asa temporary arrangement :— 
Mr. F. L, Baumgarten, to officiate as police magistrate and 
commissioner of the Court of Requests at Malacca. 


{ PENANG, 

For some days past (states the Gazette) the peace of the 
station has been broken by a feud between two of the principal 
Chinese secret societies, the Toh-peh-kong and the Ghi Hin. 
So far as we have yet learned, the former appear to have been 
the aggressors. Some time ago a new society called Ho Hap 
Siah was formed of separatists from Ghi.Iin and others. The 
houses of members of this society were placarded with pieces of 
red paper having some figures engraved on them. It 
is said that this was to protect them from being at- 
tacked, and that if any of these houses be plundered 
the loss will be restored to the owners twofold. When 
men come into the streets and roads with the determina- 
tion of fighting, they are known to each other by a piece of red 
cloth tied round their right wrists. If any are killed in the 
fight their relatives are to receive $400. Those who are 
sent to jail are to receive $4; if any were assaulted $120 a 
month for themselves or their families. Boats were sent out 
into the channel to waylay and attack boats belonging to men 
of the hostile seciety. We hear that at Telo’ Ayer ‘Tawarsome vio- 
lence was displayed by Malays, members of the Toh-peh kong,'to 
Ghi Hin men, ‘The first step taken by the Resident-Coun- 
cillor on Thursday afternoon was to cause the head-men of the 
two societies to be summoned to serve as special constables 
and patrol the disturbed strects in company with the police. 
Yesterday morning he induced Khu Chau Sin, Ong Ab Ho, 
Tan Hap Swi, Neo Cham, Naina Merican Noordin, and two 
others, to act as mediators, and they were entirely engaged in 
putting a stop to further violence pending a settlement. Large 
bodies of peons, supported by a detachment of sepoys, paraded 
Bishop-street, Pinaug-street, aud the adjacent streets. 

Last night (Feb. 3rd), it was rumoured that a disturbance 
was expected at Jalutong, and the Deputy Commissioners with 
a party of police proceeded to the spot. At first it appeared 
that all was quiet according to the account of the peon at 
Jalutong, who did not seem to know much about it. How- 
ever just as the police came in sight, a Cainaman, who was 
dragging a curious sort of chest along the road, suddenly 
stopped, and seizing two muskets ran into the plantations on 
the sea side of the road. Tinding himself hotly pursued he 
threw away themuskets ; but as he emerged into the road some 
five or six hundred yards beyond the place where he left his 
small cart, he fell into the hauds of the Deputy Commissioner, 
who was very opportunely at hand to receive him. One of his 
guns, loaded, was found close at haud, the other however was 
not recovered. This capture was the first instalment of the 
evening, and information being received of houses not far off 
in which Chinamen were lying in ,wait with their weapons, a 
search was immediately resolved on. ‘The first seizure was of 
a stockade, constructed of sand bags, and two 4-pounder guns 
loaded nearly to the muzzle, together with several muskets, 
double and single barrelled, all loaded. Proceeding further, to- 
gether with some of the headmen of the Chinese tribes,Oh Weekee, 
‘Tan ‘Tek and Lee Coyin, another and a much larger and better 
constructed stockade was met with, aud one of the men guard- 
ing it fired his musket, which, happily for the person first over, 
missed fire, The man, however, was soon overpowered, and an 
extensive seizure made of loaded muskets and spears. This 
last miniature fort was constructed of barrels filled with sand, 








with sand bags atop, and in the ‘form of a semicircle, forming 
very efficient protection to persons using small arms. ‘The 
whole was destroyed, the barrels broken and upset, and the 
bags ripped up. Across the road anid on the sea side a house 
‘was come upon, which contained a quantity of material stolen 
during these riots, and consisting of rice, paddy, tea, tobacco, 
lubksa, joss paper, and many other articles, which were identi- 
fied by one of the Chinamen present, and which was placed 
under custody. Seldom has Penang been the witness of such 
scenes, and too many words of reprobation cannot be passed 
upon them. Should this state of matters go on, there will be 
little else for its prevention than a total disarming of the Chinese. 
During the last few days there has been a detachment of 
sepoys patrolling the town; the police have had th t 
fully occupied in endeavouring to quell these riots. A number 
of convicts have been added to the above, and the dis- 
turbed state of the Chinese community still continues.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

TEA.—CaxTon.—The business done in this market during the fortnight 
has been chiefly confined to common and medium Canton teas, whereof 
settlements have been made on easier terms. Only one chop of Country 
Congous has been seitled at 20 tls., being about 14d, over last home rates. 
The holders of this description will be heavy losers because of the exces. 
sive transit fees, and are consequently very firm, ‘The supplies of Country 
Green for the season to date approach 15,000 pkgs., the Hysons being 
for shipment to India. ‘The rates for Canton made teas, both Scented and 
Green, have declined ; the Gunpowders have been for shipment to France. 
The settlements of the fortnight are reported as under :—Congous : 1 chop 
Oonam at 20 taels, and 400 half-chests Canton packed at 16 taels. 
Scented Teas: 1,500 boxes Orange Pekoe, at 90 taels to 32 taels, and 
7,500 boxes Caper, at 15 taels to 28 taels. Country Greens: 173 half- 
chests Myson, at 66 taels. Canton Greens: 1,400 boxes Gunpowder, at 
11 tacls to 18 taels. ‘The unsold stock on the market is stated as under. 
Congous: Country, 25 chops Canton packed, 3.000 half-chests; Oolongs, 
4,000 half-chests ; Scented Orange Pekoe, 6,00 boxes ; Scented Caper, 
10,000 boxes. Country Greens, 15,000 packages. Canton Greens, 
20.000 packages. 

Fovcuow.— There has been little doing during the past fortnight, 
partly owing to the proximity of the Chinese new year, and partly to the 
firmness of holders. Common kinds, though in less demand, are fully 
maintained, whilet favoury kinds have advanced the last day or two 3 
mace to one tael. 


Kiuxtane.—Advices from this port come down to the 16,h i 
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Green Tea: Face the 3lst ultimo about 6,000 half.chests had been 
settled at a declf{ne of 3 tals on common and 1 tael on fine teas, the sup- 
ply of the latter class being comparatively small. Should teamen come to 
terms, a large business would probably be done after the holidays wero 
over. Quotations were—Moyune, fine, 34 to 35 tls. per picul, common, 
29 to SI tls. per picul; Fychow, medium to fair, 27 to 80 tls. per picul, 
common, 26 to 27 tle. per picul; total settlements and shipments, 57,900 
half-chests or 3.206.200 Ibs., against 166,800 half-chests or 8,418,900 Ibs. 
last year. Black Teas: One chop of the three on the market had been 
shipped on to shanghai on native account, leaving two in stock. Quota- 
tions were as before. 

1anxow,—The settlements for the fortnight amount to only threo 
chops, making the total fur the season 727 chops, and leaving a stock on 
the market of four chops cf a very undesirable description. ‘The teamen 
evince no inclination to accept a reduction, and the present asking prices 
offer no inducement to Exporters to operate, Quotations are—Oonams, 
12 to 15 tls, ; Oopacks, 18 to 20 tls, 

Yoxor .— Better classes of medium and fine teas have arrived, but 
rather on a limited scale. Some few days back an easier feeling pervaded 
the market inducing purchases both for England and America, a few fair 
parcels of medium being bought at $23.50 to $26.00 per picul. Tea- 
men, however, soon evinced more firmness, demanding former rates, and 
although prices are high and far beyond last season's, a fair business con- 
tinues at quotations. Settlements for the month are estimated at 5,100 
piculs, and unsold stock about 3,000 piculs. Common, $12.60 to $15.00 
per picul; good do., $15.50 to §23.00 per picul; medium, ¢23.50 to 
$27.00 per picul ; fine, $27.50 to $31.00 per picul; finest, £33.00 to 
$40.00 per picul. Total exports from Ist June to date, 3,743,526 Ibs. 
against 3,683,188 Ibs. same period last season. 

SwWaNGHAT.—Black : ‘Transactions have again been very trifling, and 
prices remained unchanged. Settlements have been 2,700 chests of fair 
to good Black Leaf, at 16 to 23 tacls, Re-shipments amount to 6,100 
chests the stack is reduced to 4,900 packages. Quotations: Ningchow 
and Oopacks, medium to good, 24 to 25 taels. Oonams, medium to good, 
2) to 24 taels, Fair Black Leaf, 17 to 20 taels per picul. 

Raw Siux.—The steamer from Japan to ‘Sbangkal brought 835 bales, 
which, with a very trifling quantity shipped at Shanghai, comes on by this 
mail. Shanghai: Throughout the fortnight we have had a heavy market, the 
transactions barely amounting to 500 bales. Prices may be considered 
the same as last mail, but as there has been so little business during the 
past few days, they must be looked upon as nominal. Contrary to the 
usual custom at this season of the year, there is an abundance of Sycce 
amongst the Chinamen, which allows the dealers to remain firm holders 
of silk, there being no inducement to realise, with the unusually low rate 
of intercat. The unsold stock is estimated at 1,500 to 2,000 bales, charac- 
terised by a scarcity of good silk. The Japan mail steamer arrived on 
the 23rd inst. with 853 bales, Prices at Yokohama are quoted the same 
as Jast mail, and the stock is reported as from 400 to 5U0 piculs. The 
settlements of the fortnight are reported at 500 bales against 268 bales 
corresponding fortnight last season, 1,700 bales the season before, and 
3,400 bales season 1861-62, The present stock is computed at 2,000 
bales against 5,000 bales same period last season, and 4,400 bales season 
before. 

Yoxouama.—Since the date of last report, the native dealers having 
shown a little more inclination to meet the market, a fair business has 
been done at slightly lower prices. Owing to the approach of the holi- 
days, the Japanese bring their produce forward rather more freely, and, 
being anxious to close their accounts, we anticipate that some little con- 
cession may be further obtained for sume few days to come. The best 
descriptions of all kinds are becoming extremely scarce, and are held 
with a comparative firmuess; but the medium and inferior qualities are 
plentiful. ‘The unsold stock now on the market amounts to about 700 or 
800 bal ‘The total settlements to date may be estimated a: 9,600 bales, 
ust 13,250 same time last season, Ida, best, none; medium, 690 to 
700 ; inferior, 670 to 700. Mybash and Sinchu. Best parcels offering, 
690 to 700 ; medium, 670 to 680 ; inferior, 640 to 660.

Rates have been maintained, and conse- 
quently little has been shipped to Liverpool. The quotations are :— 
Shanghai, €25 to $26; Ningpo, $27 to $28; Japan, $31. 

SWANGHAI.—The news brought by the English and French mails 
caused the rise last noted in this staple to continue till it reached its 
highest point about four days since when good dry Shanghsi was worth 
taels 18.60 per picul. To the disappointment of holders, however, no 
large business was transected, and the price has again fallen and closes 
weak taels 17.50 to 18. The news of the advance brought large 
supplies in from the country, and there is a very considerable stock on the 
market, requiring however great care in selection. 

Yoxouama.— Former advices in this connection may well be con- 
firmed. Home markets :till offering no inducement for operations at 
prices at which dealers seem willing to bring the staple forward, hence 

jut a few small parcels have been offered at nominally quoted rates, while 
natives still assert commensurate pric ed can be obtained for 
their own consumption, the truth of which it is diffisult to ascertain or con- 
tradict, thereby implying that the crop has failed, to some extent, as last 
season's remunerative prices must have caused a much larger portion of 


land to be placed under cultivation, for that which proved so important 
an article of export, 























CHINA IMPORTS. 
Corron Yarx.—Docs not meet with much inquiry at the hands of tho 
dealers, and although quotatiunsehow for some qualities an advance upon pie~ 
vious quotations of about $3 per pical, the amount of business reported is 
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confined to the settlement of 70 bales. Grey Shirtings : There is moderate 
amount of inquiry for these manufactures, which are at present in very 
small stock, but the dealers do not show any inclination to purchase beyond 
immediate requirements, and the transactions of the past fortnight do. not 
exceed 4,000 pieces. Quotations show an advance of about 10 cents per 

iece upon the prices previously currentand importers are now demanding 
Figher rates. White Shirtings: ‘There is not much alteration notice- 
able in the value of these goods, but they are now beginning to attract 
more attention, the sales of the past fortnight amounting to 1.000 pieces. 
T-Cloths are in considerable stock, and have for some time past remained 
without much inquiry ; recently, however, they have been in rather more 
request, and as their price is low when compared with the value ruling for 
Long Cloths, it is not unlikely that we may see a considerable improve- 
ment in their value when business is fairly resumed. The settlements 
effected during the past fortnight amount to 5,000 pieces. American 
Drills: The market is quite bare of these goods. White Spotted 
Shirtings, Dyed do., Brocades, White and Coloured: The sales of these 
goods reported during the past fortnight amount to 850 picces Dyed 
Shirtings, and 400 pieces of Coloured Brocades, at $2.50 per pi 
Damasks: There have not been any sales of these goods reported. 
Chintzes : 250 pieces haveffound buyers. Handkerchiefs have been placed 
to the extent of 1,200 dozens at previous rates. 

Woottens.—Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies’ and Habit 
Cloths : These goods remain without any inquiry, and there has not been 
a single sale reported during the past fortnight. Long Ells remain at the 
Prices previously quoted, with a moderate amount of business doing in the 
article; the sales of the fortnight amount to 1,000 pieces. Camlets have 
been in moderate request at the quotations previously current, and the 
settlements of these goods amount to 540 pieces. Lastings: 900 pieces 
have found buyers at about the prices previously current. Dlankets : 
‘There are not any sales to notice. 

Merats.—lron Flat, &c.: The price of nail rod iron, both here and 
in the Canton market, shows a material advance upon the quotations 
given under date of last report, and it has also been dealt in to a cons’ 
able extent, the sales of the past fortnight being put up at 2,400 piculs 
and 2,800 piculs respectively. Lead: Quotations remain as under the 
date of last circular, with sales in this colony to the extent of 240 piculs. 
In Canton, where prices also show no improvement, the sales are put at 
1,400 piculs. Tin: 675 slabs have changed hands. Tin-plates have 
been placed to the extent of 468 boxes.

OUR TEA TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 


NorwitHstanpix@ that our Tea trade with Russia has not, as ; 


yet, corresponded to the expectatious entertained when the 
new tariff came into force, and that the Russian Minister of 
Financo has estimated his receipts from Customs’ duties on 
this article at a lower sum than was realised in 1863, which he 
styles an abnormal year, we have good reason to believe that 
the Russian market will ultimately provide a valuable vent for ; 
much of our surplus stock. It is true that the irregular | 
manner of doing business in Russia is the greatest difficulty | 
with whioh the exporter has to cope, and ean only be overcome 
dy the adoption of the system which suits the English market ; 
that teas aro not moved off with any regularity ; that in the 
finer descriptions of our re-exported teas a vacillation of taste 
on the part of the higher classes has baffled all calculation, aud 
that the present modified tariff rate is much too high to en- 
courage consumption of the article ia a country almost destitute 
of a middle class. On the other hand, the importations of tea 
by way of Kiachta has almost ceased ; our inferior teas, after 
paying duty, compete favourably, both as to strangth and price, 
with the lower sorts of caravan tea, and it is highly probable 
that the Russian Government will shortly establish a differen- 
tial duty for the latter class of teas, so as to admit them 
at 324 copecks per Ib., instead of G5 copecks (2s.), as at 
present. Not that the Russian Government designs striking a 
blow at the Kiachta trade, or restricting the importations at 
that station to those China wares which already exceed even 
the tea in value, but that it evidently sceks to bring this 
beverage within the meaus of the artisans and agriculturists 
who compose the mass of the population. Tho recent expedi- 
tion by the Amoor river and its Sangura tributary, to the very 
capital of Mantchuria, ‘with a view to commercial purposes, 
shows that Russia looks rather to the extension than otherwise 
of direct importation, favoured not only bya drawback of 15 
per cent. on the present tariff rates, but possibly, and in their 
own interest, by the abolition of the present heavy transit 
duties which the Chinese have hitherto levied on the 
overland trade. No country is more interested than 
Russia in securing direct intercourse with the Far East, for to 
her the “route” of trade is also the predestined line of 
conquest. The northern traders have im part them- 
selves to thank for the foreign competition now induced, 
whilst their demand for better descriptions were simply exor- 
bitant. In addition to this, the deterioration in the caravan tea 
had reached a point demandirg the corrective, which competi- 
tion from other quarters could alone supply. Our own im- 
porters have latterly had to make complaints of defective curing 
and manufacture, but, in addition, the adulteration of the 
Kiachta teas’has been extreme, even to the introduction of 
leaves of unknown plants. Our superior teas re-ex- 
ported to the Baltic ports are pronounced superior both in 
flavour and other qualities to those received from the North, 
and in other descriptions it is allowed that we give a better 
article at a cheaper rate. A barter trade, however, is never 
very sensitive, and the established organization for the distri- 
bution of caravan teas is not easily set aside. Russian manu- 


| compensation 





facturers, moreover, are eager to avail themselves of this barter 


trade to dispose of their cloths and woollens, and the value of 
the Kiachta teas, the imports of which in each of the last few 
years has reached 15,000,000 Ibs. 

A country combining, as Russia does, an eptitude for the 
adoption of both Western and Oriental tastes caunot fail, here 
after, to consume largely a bevernge which in such a climate 
is as much a necessity as a luxury. ‘lhe Russian Govern- 
ment derives a revenue of £20,000,000 from tho spirits dis- 
tilled from the cereals of the country ; but eveu should the 
increased use of tea affect this revenue, it would find 
from other directions. Leitch Ritchi has 
written amusingly on the civilising influence of tea; it is 
certain that its wore extensive use in Russia would exercise 
an ameliorating and appreciable influence on the character of the 
Muscovite population. Our own interests nre purely commer- 
cial, but whilst urging on the Russian Government the estab- 
lishment of a differeutial duty in favour of lower class teas, we 
taay be permitted to point to those which primarily affect itself 
alone. It is evident, then, that the present tariff rate on tea, 
virtually excluding the mass of the people from its use, must 
encourage an enormous amount of smuggling along the ex- 
tended frontiers of the empire, and that this smuggling must 
continue on the increase until the Customs’ duties be reduced. 
The 2,000,000 Ibs. of tea sent yearly from Prussia into, the 
neighbouring Russian provinces probably represents less than 
half the amount which finds its way thither from Konigsberg. 
When regular traders are also smugglers, it is evident that we 
can be undersold, and i is far from surprising that 
Prussian exportations of the article should find a market 
at St. Petersburg as well as Moscow. All this, however, 
admits of remedy. As the chief factors of exported China 
teas, as having a larger trade with Russia than any other 
country, and able to provide the cheapest transportation, it 
evidently rests with us to hold in our hands the virtual 
monopoly of further supplies arising out of increased 
demands, ‘The Kiachta trade has been singularly stationary 
for years together, even iu the absence of competition by sca 
or land; and it is evident that we must command the area of 
distribution within the circle of the wide circumference of 
which the completed lines of railway from northern and 
southern Russia, centering at Moscow, will be the radii. Our 
supply of tea to the southern Russian poris are encouragingly 
increasing, aud it is noticeable that both at Taganrog and at 
Odessa the supplies are all from England. Our entire exporta- 
tion of tea to Russia last year amounted to 1,714,031 lbs., 
against 2,859,828 Ibs. in 1863. To our total supplies to the 
Russian market may fairly bs added 1,500,000 lbs. sent from 
Prussia into the neighbouring provinces,

THE STRAITS AND THE RAJAH OF JOHORE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1x,—The Tumongong of Johore bas on several occasions beer 
rather bardly dealt with in your columas, and in your number of the 26th 
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ult, I find a letter from a correspondent, who calls himself “ An Old Re- 
sident,” discussing the politics of that country in a spirit which evinces a 
strong feeling of hostility towards its ruler and his immediate predecessors. 

* Your correspondent writes in the interests of the titular Sultan of Johore, 
on whose behalf he is pleased to vilify the policy of our own Goverament 
in upholding the Tumongongs past and present. According to him, this 
policy was attributable to the “ piratical proficiency ” of the late Sovereign 
of Johore which “ brought him into notice,” and induced Governor Bon- 
ham to take him by the hand, &c. 

This is rather a strong statement, considering that the Prince alluded to 
was brought up, almost from childhood, in Singapore, that he was con- 
stantly under the eye of the local authorities, and was a pensionary of the 
Government, whose goodwill he had every reason to conciliate. But why 
did not “ An Old Resident,” in further illustration of the policy which 
he denounces, proceed to inform your readers that, during the administra- 
tion of Governor Bonham's successor, Colonel! Butterworth, this same 
Tumongong was (nearly twenty years ago) presented with a sword by the 
Supreme Government of India inscribed in acknowledgment of his 
cessful services in putting down piracy? The fact might perhaps have 
been regarded by your correspondent as supplying somewhat too strong 
an evidence of the disposition of the British Government to act on the 
rule of contraries, when punishment would have been so justly due and so 
euily administered ; but your readers may judge for themselves how far 
its suppression is evidence of “ An Old Resident's” fairness and candour. 

‘Then, as to the treaty between the two parties, entered into under the 
cognizance of the Government of India, by which the so-called Sultan 
finally and in express terms yielded up to the Tumongong the territory and 
sovereignty of Johore; your correspondent not only says that “it was the 
result of an unfair exercise of the power of Government,” but that “ both 
Colonel Butterworth and Mr. Church, the Resident Councillor, regretted 
afterwards what they had done, and the latter bas left his opinion upon 
record.” 

‘Why, the treaty in question was concluded ten years ago, when Go- 
vernor Butterworth, not content with merely seeing to its due execution, 
took especial pains to give the affair all the significancy and eclat in his 
power, and made it the occasion of an imposing ceremonial, at which the 
principal Europeans (one of them, in all probability, « An Old Resident ”) 
and.native inhabitants of Singapore were assembled. This was only 
a few months before Governor Butterworth finally took his departure for 
Europe, after administering the Government for 12 years, during which 
he must have become perfectly familiar with the whole bearing of the 
uestions at issue between the parties—and yet in the short space of these 
be months he repented of his re in the transaction! Thi another 
strong statement, in opposition to which I venture to assert that Colonel 
Butterworth from first to last never expressed himself but with feelings of 
ry great satisfaction with the whole transaction, and, as to his sagacious 
and experienced subordinate, Mr. Church, taking to sackcloth and ashes 
for his share in it, there is no doubt in my mind that his repentance will 
be found equally apochryphal. Nothing less than a “record” will indeed 
be sufficient to substantiate your correspondent’s allegations on this point, 
and, if he can produce it, s0 much the better for him. 

But in truth there could be no room or cause for these alleged regrets. 
The treaty, in everything but the pecuniary benefit it secured to the 
Sultan, was virtually no more than a formal recognition in terms of a 
state of things which had been in existence from the very commencement 
of our relations with the Sultan ard Tumongong. The former was then 
nothing more than the shadow of a name, and the circumstance of his 
being allowed to retain the title of the ancient Kings of Johore is no 
more a proof of his rights over the territory, properly so called, than it 
proves his rights over Pahang, Binteng, including Rihio, ‘Battam, the 
Carimon, J.ingin, and various other adjacent countries and islands, 
which, in former times, composed what lias sometimes been called the 

_ Empire of . Johore. "A truce, therefore, to reproaches against our 
government for unfair exercise of its power, in lending effect to a con- 
vention wi only put the seal to what had already been so long an 
accomplished fact. 

So far I deal with mere matters of fact in “ An Old Resident's” com- 
munication, and I do not think it neccessary to follow him into the views 
and opinions he expresses regarding the general state of the countries of 
the Peninsula governed by Malayan Princes, or the policy be recommends 
in respect to them, which may be summed up in his recommending our 
hoisting bis friend the Sultan to the top of the tree, with the addition of 
“an able Resident, as at Mysore,” to assist him in the development of the 
territorial resources of these countries, &c. I confine myself to what is 
going on in Johore, under the influence of the only Malayan Princes who 
can be said to possess enlightened ideas of government ; and if your cor- 
respondent will remain blind to the first promising symptoms of a state of 
things which he professes a wish to see realised throughout the whole 
Pefinsule, I am happy to be able to show that the press in Singapore is 
not equally short-sighted on the subject :—“ In the South (of the Pen- 
inaula) the late as well as present Tumongong of Johore have anxiously 
applied themselves to the improvement of theirdominions. As far as pos- 
tible, the elements of good government have been introduced, and every 
encouragement has been given to settlers of industrial pursuits. ‘This has re- 
sulted in a large increase of population, and a consequent augmentation of 
the rerene. Such is te rit 

r of Singapore more than two years ago; and the agency of the 
Taine enlarged ideas, under which these. good fruits have been produced, 
has not since been in less active operation. In addition to the Johore 
Saw Mill Company, alluded to by your correspondent (of course,

Sta,—I find the chairman of one of our Indian Tea Companies putting 
the cost price of producing a pound of tea at 6d.; in the work of Sir 
John Davis on China the average price given by the teamen of that 
country to the priests and farmers, of whom they make their collectipne, 
is stated at 3d. per pound, Here isa difference of 50 per cent., easily 
accounted for by the newness of the enterprise in India, and the cost of 
labour ; even Chinamen having been imported to attend to growth, cul. 
ture, and manufacture. It appears to me that our Indian Tea Companies 
would find their account in extending their orders’ for Chinamen, who, 
unlike the Indian coolies, are usually inclined to hold to their contracts, 
and are not so apt to make themselves “ scarce."— Your, &c.,

The Money Market Review has the following on the fall of 
cotton prices :— 


“ Continuously since the vast speculation in raw cotton last November 
we have written that a great fall in the price was inevitable, and that, 
with the fall in cotton, money, or the price of discounta, would also tend 
downwards. Thetwo events are now incourse of realisation. ‘The supply 
of cotton exceeds the demand, and stocks rapidly accumulate. There is 
now uv longer the inducement to send abroad the precious metals where- 
with to buy raw cotton, and while cotton accumulates in Liverpool, bul- 
lion and specie increase in the Bank vaults, Cause and effect were never 
more clearly traced, but as regards money there is this additional reason, 
that, with the decline in raw cotton, and the losses of cotton speculators, 
the disposition to speculate in anything is gone. Speculative winners, as 
a rule, increase their stakes, but speculative losers close t! books and 
grow sick at heart over their losses, The demand for money is, there- 
fore, reduced by two distinct causes, but both arising from the cottoa 
famine and the American war. 

“* Present indications, however, lead to the inference that our money 
market w 1] not again be much disturbed by the cotton famine and its 
results, The neck of the speculation is clearly broken at last, without, in 
‘our view, much prospect of its revival. The numerous cotton circulars 
of the Ist of the month all report a nearly hopeless decline during the 
month of February, while Messrs. Neill Brothers. put down the Londoa 
imports at 57,719 bales from Ist January to 24th February, against 
deliveries of 29,227 bales, and a stock in Liverpool of 578,000 bales on 
the 24th February, against 466,000 on the Ist January. In fact, the 
stock of raw cotton now on hand in Liverpool is larger than at any period 
December, 1861. The of cotton have fallen during February 
about 24d, per Ib. for American, 34d. for Exp and for short staples 
1d. to2d. ; while since the Ist January the fall bas beea 74d., 8id., and 
4}d. to Sd. per Ib.” 


The Returns of the Board of Trade for the mouth ending 
the 31st of January in the present year give the total declared 
value of exports for the month as £10,489,339, ugainst 
£10,413,586 in the month of January 1864, and £8,045,155 
in the same month of 1863, Amongst the principal changes 
in the exports there is again a considerable increase in arms, 
ammunition, and military stores.
